HINTS AND NOTIONS,

When the information sought is of value 
to the general reader it is given in this depart- 
ment. If it is of sufficient scope to warrant it 
a special article is prepared, and if necessary 
engravings illustrating the subject are made 
for the body of the magazine. If of minor or 
merely personal import such will always, when 
possible, be referred to competent authority 
and answered by mail. 

Gold Bronzing 1 . H. F. B., San Jose, Cal., 
can make a very brilliant bronzing by the use 
of one part mosaic gold finely ground with six 
parts of calcined bones. A small part of the 
mixture is applied to the object with a wet 
cloth. It is then burnished after being well 
rubbed with a dry cloth. If the bronzing is to 
be in illuminated work on paper, white of egg 
or thin alcohol varnish is used as a sizing and 
the calcined bones omitted. 

Transparent Painting on Muslin. 
Eleanor, New Orleans, has probably allowed 
her colors to be too thin. First size the muslin 
with a transparent solution of turpentine and 
wax, or with glue 6ize made by adding a pint 
of transparent glue to one gallon of water. 
The colors may be mixed with Japan varnish. 

Painting on Gilded Panels. H. D., 
Newark, N. J. If the ordinary oil colors are 
required to dry " flat " and to remain so they 
should be mixed with turpentine and left un- 
varnished. If the shiny look of oils is to be re- 
tained, dilute slightly with boiled oil and var- 
nish when dry with white hard varnish. 

Rose Color for "Wax "Work. A. F. V., 
St. Louis. Rub a rose color with fine Vienna 
lak and Kremnitz white. Paint a rose upon 
the wax candle or other article to be decorated. 
Then add a little more white, making the color 
somewhat paler. Paint a few rose petals upon 
the first red ground and finally shade with some 
Vienna lake. 

Mixing Colors. Amateur, Oakland, Cal. 
The following are the formulas for the tints 
you name : Cream color— this is a mixture of 
chrome yellow, the best Venetian red and white 
lead. Pearl gray— white lead with equal por- 
tions of Prussian blue and lampblack, but with 
a reduction of the blue should the slightest 
hue of it be detected. Fawn color— burnt 
sienna ground very fine, mixed with white lead. 
Buff — this is a mixture of . pale chrome yellow 
and White lead, tinged with a little Venetian 
red. Straw — a mixture of pale chrome yellow 
and white lead. Drab— raw or burnt umber 
and white lead, with a little Venetian red. 

Painting Walls with Cement Coating. 
No glue sizing should ever touch the cement, 
as it is apt. to peel off. Take oil and coat the 
whole surface before painting. On 6uch a base 
oil paints will adhere perfectly. Skim milk, 
sweet, mixed to the thickness of cream with 
fresh common cistern cement, any of the earthy 
pigments being added, makes an excellent 
paint for such surface, the lime in the cement 
and the caseine in the milk making an insoluble 
compound. 

Marble Clock Cases. Some large sized 
mantel clock cases of marble are rendered very 
imposing by the discs being surrounded by a 
series of decorative panels of bronze, present- 
ing subjects in relief, historic, legendary and 
mythologic.

A Vase Support. A charming device for 
the support of a large vase to which it may be 
desired to give special prominence, and which 
may be composed of wood or metal, has the 
6haft composed of three 6lender rods set on a 
circular piece, and this resting on a tripartite 
base. From the ornamental cylinder above the 
covering cap of the rods spring outward four 
curved supports to the top, encircled below by 
a band of pendent leaves. This elegant design, 
with the light striking through from the upper 
branched supports, has the merit of carrying 
the eye upward to the crowning object, and of 
occupying no more space than is required for 
its purpose. 

Coloring of Plaster of Paris Figures. 
To make them look like pink glazed china 
brush them over with a mixture of pink sealing 
wax dissolved in spirits of wine, making the 
mixture of the consistence of treacle. To give 
the appearance of marble dissolve one ounce 
of pure curd soap grated in water, and add one 
ounce of white wax cut in thin slices. The 
figure is to be suspended by a string and dipped 
in the mixture. 

A Suggestion. Common garden flower 
pots can be made ornamental by giving them 
a coat of paint and then painting on them land- 
scapes, flowers or figures. Cheap wooden 
wardrobes and other articles of furniture can 
be improved by painting them black and orna- 
menting the panels with flowers rather larger 
than life. Storks and bulrushes, sunflowers, 
daisies and poppies, all look well. 

To Stain Ivory Scarlet or Cherry Red. 
Ivory may be stained a scarlet tint by first dip- 
ping it in a solution of nitro. muriate of tin and 
then plunging it into a bath of lac-dye. If the 
scarlet stained ivory is dipped into a solution 
of potash it will become cherry red. 

Gilding Ivory. Immerse it in a solution 
of nitro-muriate of gold, and then expose it to 
hydrogen gas whilst damp. Wash it afterwards 
in clean water.

Imitation Carved Ebony. Panels, knit- 
ting boxes and caskets may be handsomely 
decorated by cutting the edges of impressions 
of seals in black sealing wax— for which the 
edges are softened by heat— then gumming 
them to the surfaces to be ornamented, and 
painting the spaces left with a varnish of black 
wax dissolved in spirits of wine. While this 
is wet sprinkle sago over the interspaces, and 
allow it to dry firmly ; then cover the sago with 
one or two coats of black varnish, and it will 
form a rich raised background to the plain 
black seals. 

Dinner and Bedroom Gongs. Tb 
new gongs, mounted on stands or suspended 
from elegant brackets, have an upper attach- 
ment of metallic bars, and are attuned to any 
desired note in the musical gamut, the upper 
bar and not the gong itself being struck by the 
button. Where there is more than one attend- 
ant the presence of the one desired is indicated 
by some special note, as the attachment allows 
of notes being varied. 

Deaf Decoration. A charming manner of 
decorating the pier between two windows is to 
cover the space to be ornamented with tulle, 
the meshes of which are as large as possible. 
This at a short distance does not hide the paint- 
ing or the paper on the wall, and it makes an 
excellent groundwork on which autumn leaves 
and ferns can be attached to form very orna- 
mental designs.

Departures from Medieval Art. The 
perversions of medieval work in decorative art 
may be epitomized thus : A fondness for exact 
minuteness of details, however unimportant 
and mischievous to the general effect ; a seem- 
ing preference for disagreeable rather than 
preposessing. forms; for uncouth and often 
ridiculous attitudes ; for glaring and even in- 
congruous colors, and a defiance of the rules 
ordinarily considered important as to grouping 
figures, subduing and combining tones, and 
otherwise producing unity of design and a good 
general effect. 

"Waxing: Wood Carving-. Boil a quart of 
water, throwing into it a quantity of wood 
ashes, and then decant the clear portion. Sub- 
sequently boil in it one and a half ounces of 
salts of tartar and four and a half ounces of 
white wax. When the mixture is boiled down 
to one and a half pints, it is removed from the 
fire and stirred till cold. It must be remelted 
before using and applied with a fine brush. 
The carving should be previously treated with 
a boiled decoction of shavings of walnut wood 
and a small particle of alum. 

Platting:. Flatting consists in employing 
spirits of turpentine instead of linseed oil in di- 
luting color, so that no more oil is used than 
is necessary to bind the paint and fix it on 
the ground, a third or fourth of the oil neces- 
sary to bear out in ordinary painting being 
sufficient. This mode, of course, is only suited 
to internal and delicate work in which the 
change of color and glare of light are to be 
avoided. 

Pictorial Plates. Leading continental 
artists to paintings on plates set in costly fram- 
ings for mural decoration. These frames are 
usually in metal of a tint in harmony with the 
pictorial designs, the ground around which is 
usually of fine velvet. 

Varnishing- Metallic Surfaces. For ad- 
hesion of varnish to metallic surfaces, M. Morel 
recommends adding 0.5 per cent, boracic acid.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Applying Gold Leaf with, Camel's-hair 
Tip. Prepare a board fourteen by six inches, 
covered with chsmois skin, and with stiff paper 
tacked around one end like a wall to keep the 
gold leaf in. Use a bmall palette knife to cut 
the leaf, somewhat dull, as otherwise it will 
cut the chamois skin also. The trouble of 
waxing and cutting up the book of gold, as 
practised in striping, is thus dispensed with. 
The gold leaf being lifted from the book upon 
the palette knife, is first blown out straight 
on the chamois board, and cut into proper 
widths as described. Then take a camel's-hair 
tip, three and a half inches long, and just wide 
enough to pick up the entire width of the 
strip, dampen it slightly by drawing it across 
the cheek, and with this pick up the strip of 
gold and apply it directly to the sizing already 
prepared. For blending in the gold, a camel's- 
hair spalter is preferable to the cotton ordinar- 
ily employed. 

Seaweeds for Aquariums. Seaweeds 
may be introduced in these with good effect ; 
they swarm with animal culae that attest their 
presence by millions of bubbles. Red seaweeds 
should be used sparingly, preference being 
given to green. Good weeds for fresh water 
aquariums are vivaria, callitriche or starwort, 
vallisneria spiralus, stratioides or water soldier, 
anacharis or new water-weed, eriocaulon or 
pipewort, the water ranunculus, hydrocharis 
or frog bite, alisma or water plantain. Red 
seaweeds may include the rhy.tipbloea pinas- 
troides corallina officinalis, deleseria alata, 
chrondus chrispus, polysophonia and phyllo- 
phoria rubens ; green seaweeds that may be 
selected are codium cycladophora, bryopsis 
and ulva. 

Simplicity in Furniture. The term sim- 
plicity applied to furniture does not express 
gauntness or bareness of ornament. The orna- 
ment introduced, however, must grow natur- 
ally out of the needs and opportunities of the 
design. When a maker 6imply picks out these 
from the produce of the turning lathe, he is 
apt to miss appropriateness of part to part. 
In a Chippendale chair it is evident that such 
ornament as is introduced grew naturally out 
of the needs and opportunities of the design. 

Applying Gold to China. Gold leaf is 
to be ground with white honey on a porphyry 
slab and reduced to the finest possible state of 
division ; this is mixed with gum arable and 
powdered borax. With this mixture the por- 
tion of the design to be gilded is traced and 
then baked in a hot oven, where the gum is 
burnt, the borax vitrified and the gold fixed. 

Picture Frames. Dark frames with flat 
sunk centres are ornamented at borders with 
reticulated flat steel bands, which give them a 
massive appearance. Small frames are cover- 
ed with roughened compo in white, like so 
much lava heaped on them, on which lie gilded 
leaves, that seem to have been wafted to where 
they lie by some passing breeze.

Boudoir Decorative Design. The ceiling 
is frescoed with three shades of pink, with 
border of peaches, stems and leaves. The 
walls are painted in rose hues, imitative of 
drapery, the designs being lightened with gold. 
The furniture is a light china gloss of French 
gray bordered with gold, free from upholstery. 
The carpet is of 6ubdued tones but warm tints. 
The curtains are of a delicate azure. 

Staining of Floors. Soft wood floors are 
well stained with half a pound of tumeric, a 
quarter of a pound of logwood, twenty-two 
pounds soapboiler's lye, and a quarter of • a 
pound of potash, to which, after it has been 
boiled down to fourteen pounds weight, one 
and a half pounds of wax and three ounces of 
annato are added. 

Staining: Wood. A red will be produced 
by a solution in dragon's blood in spirits of 
wine ; black by a very strong solution of nitric 
acid, to which may be added some strong sul- 
phuric acid ; green by a solution of verdigris 
and nitric acid. 

Ornamental Turning Woods. We here- 
with furnish amateurs with a list of the most 
serviceable and useful woods for this purpose : 
Amboyna, beef wood, black ebony, boxwood, 
balletwood, cocoawood, coromandel, lignum 
vitae, mahogany, maple, rosewood. 

Brightening Electro Plate Ware. Ap- 
ply with a soft brush or sponge a mixture com- 
posed of nitrate of 6ilver, four pennyweights ; 
cyanide of potassium, four ounces ; water, one 
quart, taking care not to allow the cyanide to 
come in contact with the hand. 

To Silver Glass. Having melted half an 
ounce" of lead and half an ounce of fine tin in 
an iron ladle, add half an ounce of bismuth to 
them whilst in fusion, and before the composi- 
tion cools add five ounces of quicksilver.

HINTS AND NOTIONS.

Ladies' Work Basket. This is a complete 
novelty, ingenious and convenient. From a 
tripartite base a stem rises through the centre 
of a circular shelf and enters the socket of an 
octagonal box at top, which revolves upon it. 
This work box has a padded velvet cover, on 
lifting which there is disclosed a central case, 
with the usual appliances, and outside this an 
upper and a lower tier of spindles facing the 
eight sides. These sides are perforated through- 
out with double apertures placed perpendicu- 
larly and corresponding to the 6pindles, which 
are designed for reels, the extremities of the 
threads being passed through these apertures. 
A revolution of the box brings all into view. 

Mixing: Different Colors. The following 
recipes will enable the amateur painter to mix 
many shades and tints : Cream color— this is a 
mixture of chrome yellow, the best Venetian 
red and white lead. Pearl gray— white lead 
with equal portions of Prussian blue and lamp- 
black, the blue to be used cautiously, as it is a 
powerful color. Fawn color — burnt sienna, 
ground very fine, mixed with white lead. Buff 
—this is a mixture of pale chrome yellow and 
white lead, tinged with a little Venetian red. 
Straw— a mixture of pale chrome yellow and 
white lead. Drab— raw or burnt umber and 
white lead, with a little Venetian red. 

Lounges. In one style that has set in 
lowness and great breadth between front and 
back, with deep upholstering In plush and 
other suitable materials, which are brought 
over in front nearly to the floor, and heavily 
fringed and tasseled. Where the upholstering 
is simply confined to the framework, the head 
rest, curved at top, makes a gradual descent 
till it reaches a third of the length of the seat, 
thus well supporting the back of the recliner. 
The side of this head rest is divided off by 
heavy cord in double pear shaped form so as to 
present the appearance of one portion overlap- 
ping the other. 

Chinese G-old Lacquer. An excellent 
imitation of the celebrated Chinese gold lacquer 
may be prepared by wetting two parts of shel- 
lac and one of copal, so as to form a perfect 
fluid mixture, and then add two parts. The 
vessel is then to be removed from the fire, and 
a tenth of the bulk of the whole of oil of tur- 
pentine gradually added. The addition of a 
solution in turpentine of gum gamboge for yel- 
low and gum dragon for red will improve the 
color. The Chinese apparently use tin foil as a 
ground for lacquer varnish. 

Ebony Stain for Pear or Walnut 
Wood. Boil forty parts of gall nuts, four 
parts of rasped logwood, five parts each of sul- 
phate of iron and verdigris, with water ; 6train 
through linen and apply the warm fluid to the 
wood ; then give it three coats of a warm solu- 
tion of ten parts of iron filings in 'seventy-five 
parts of vinegar.
